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QUICK-SETTING EPOXY 
DIRECTIONS 

1. Wipe surfaces clean and dry where you plan to apply the adhesive. 

2. Cut both nozzles at the tip. 

3. Using the plastic blister packaging as a mixing tray, press down slowly 
on the plunger to dispense adhesive and resin. Mix thoroughly. 

4. Use a toothpick to apply the mixture to both surfaces to be bonded. Then 
use a clamp, tape, or weights to hold them together for at least 4-6 
minutes. 

■ Do not handle the item for about 30 minutes after applying the 
adhesive. 

■ The bond reaches its full strength after 16 hours. 

5. To reseal the container, remove the cap from between the syringes, pull 
the plunger back slightly, clean the nozzles, and place the cap over the 
nozzles.
